Claiins 1 . 30 of the Subject AppJicstion (hereinafter, "the claimed imentwn") - in tWs oouatiy 
before July 16. 2003. Our prior conceptioa and reduction to practice are evideoeed by the 
fbllowing: 
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a) Attached hereto as Bxbfbit A m selected pages of an Invention Disclosw^ 
documeot prepared prior to July 16, 2003. These pages descriic the cbimcd invention, which 
comprises (ni a first aspect) a method, sy$\em, and conqwter program product fbr prqwtng 
information usable fn theft detection using radio frequency identification CRFUT) technology, \v 
reading, from an RFID tag ajffixod to each of one or more iteras presented for purchase, 
identifying in&miation for thai item; and storing the identifying infonnaiion for each item in 
machine-readable fonn on a primed sates leccipt r eflocting the presented items, in addition to 
printing a convamksnal itemized purchase list on the printed sales tccdpt to reflect the presented 
iten^ wherein the stored identifying in&rmation is stored in a first area of the printed sales 
recdpt that is separate ftom a second area of the printed sates receipt in which the conventional 
bemized purchase list is printed and which comprises (in a second aspect) a method, system, and 
computer program product for detecting potential theft using RFID technology by scamung a 
printed sales receipt for identifying information stored theieon, in a machine^ieadablc form, to 
reflect each of one or naore items that were presented for porchase m a previous sates transaction 
represemed by the printed sales receipt, wherein the identifying information is stored on the 
printed sales receipt in a first area that is separate from a second area o f the printed sates receipt 
in whKdi conventional itexnized purchase information for the one or more items is printed; 
searching, m an RFID tag afiSxcd to each of one or more items possessed by a shopper who also 
possesses the printed sales receipt, to locate contqjonding identifying information for each 
possessed item; and eonchiding that setected ones of ihe items possessed by cbo shopper were not 
paid for if the identifying information located for the selected items is not detected by the 
scannmg.
